Para. la. - The word "only" at the end of the first line appears to be 
superfluous. 

Para la(l) - Why the distinction between "officers" and "employees". 
Suggest; use of the word "employees" leaving out the word "officers. 

Para la(2) - It is not clear to me whether applicants must be qualified 
to meet "the objectives of the proposed training, i. e. , if the objectives or 
h e use to which the training will be put or if there is reasonable prospect 
that applicants are qualified to satisfactorily complete the proposed training. 
fthe"o"t a his ?. covered in paragraph la<3>. Personally 

cants not only must be qualified to meet the entrance requirements, but have 
reasonable expectations of satisfactorily completing the course. 

Para. la(3)(4) - It would appear that the word "or" at the end of la(3) 
should be "and. " 

Para 2a - This paragraph gives the Director of Training authority to approve 
or disapprove all favorably endorsed requests for training, but paragraph 2d 
ond e indicates that only the DCI has approval authority for nominations to 
Quota Schools. And finally, while members of the Career Council now e
